fire; 34 prisoners die

(U P I) - An 
emotionally disturbed boy accused of 
starting a fire in his padded cell which 
killed 34 prisoners and 8 visitors at the 
Maury County ja>l ’A ill be charged with 
arson and 42 counts of manslaughter. 
Sheriff Bill Voss said today 


Voss said Andv Zinmer. 16. a fugitive 
from a home for emotionally disturbed 
children in Dousman. Wis , apparently 
set fire to his cell Sunday with a cigaret­ 
te given him by someone visiting another 
prisoner 
“ He will eventually be charged with 42 
counts of manslaughter and also arson." 
the sheriff said 


Chemical tests were conducted today 
to determine the “ toxic agent” in the 
smoke which spread rapidly through the 
jail from Zinmer’s cell 
The fire broke out during visiting hours 
in the jail 
Panic-stricken visitors 
stampeded for the door screaming 


“ Fire! 
Fire!” They collided with a 
guard running back to unlock cells, 
knocking the cell keys from his hand, and 
it was 12 minutes before the keys were 
found in the blinding smoke 


Firemen used a bulldozer and sl­ 
edgehammers to batter through the rein­ 
forced walls and a wrecker to rip out 
bars in an attempt to reach the trapped 
prisoners and visitors 
The jail’s ventilation system spread 
the smoke quickly to all parts of the one- 
story. cross-shaped facility 
Police in Superior. Wis., said Zinmer 
was first arrested on Feb 28. 1975. for 
setting fire to a towel rack in a Superior 
office building He was questioned last 
June by juvenile authorities for threaten­ 
ing to set fire to his home. 


Zinmer ran away from Wisconsin 
children's home last Thursday and was 
picked up here as a runaway. 
His mother, Adie Zinmer of Superior. 


Wise . described her son as “ more or 
less a loner” who “ has a history of dif­ 
ficulty in getting along at school — a 
hard time adjusting ” 
This itwo-inch thick padding! was 
what caused the killing gases We re go­ 
ing to get it analyzed." said Assistant 
Fire Chief Wayne Hickman 
Dr George Mayfield, a local physi­ 
cian. said blood samples were taken 
from eight of the victims and autopsies 
would be performed on two of the dead to 
determine the “ toxic agent” that killed 
them He did not rule out carbon monox­ 
ide poisoning 
Sheriff Bill Voss said Zinmer possibly 
used a cigarette given him by someone 
visiting another prisoner to set the blaze 
About 75 persons were in the one-story, 
cross-shaped jail when the fire broke out 
about 1 30 p m CDT 
“ I ’m on fire,” Zinmer screamed, and 
the cry of “ fire' ” rose about the buzz of 
conversation in the jail* 
Lompoc hospital rates increased

Lompoc District Acute Hospital has in­ 
creased its daily room rates by about 11 
per cent and other ancillary service 
rates by 10 per cent so the hospital can 
“ break even” financially next year 
In a $3.6 million 1978 general budget 
approved by the hospital board of direc­ 
tors (except for absent member Ray 
Down» 
cafeteria prices were also in­ 
creased 10 per cent and radiology fees in­ 


creased about 6 per cent 
The fee increases are scheduled to 
take effect July 1 
Starting in July a 
semi-private' 
room 
at the acute 
hospital will cost $115 daily, rather than 
the current $103 A private room will 
cost $120 daily rather than $108 
The new rates are “ comparable” to 
those charged in Santa Barbara county, 
about average for the area, and less than 
those charged in Los Angeles. Hospital 
Administrator William Diebner said

The board is expected to direct the 
school superintendents and staff in ways 
to correct violations and make other 
changes in school programs to ensure 
equal treatment of the sexes 


Court strikes lawyers' ad ban 


WASHINGTON (U P Ii - The Supreme 
Court today struck down the ban against 
advertising of lawyers’ prices and ser­ 
vices 


The decision said that in the case of 
lawyers. “ It is entirely possible that 
advertising will serve to reduce, not ad­ 
vance, the cost of legal services to the 
consumer.” 


The restriction first was imposed in 
1908 by the American Bar Association in 
support of professional dignity It now is 
enforced in all states either by law or by 
a rule of court 


The test case stemmed from censure 
by the Arizona Supreme Court of two 
Phoenix attorneys. John R Bates and 
Van O’Steen. who operate a legal clinic. 
Their advertisement in the Arizona 
Republic o 2 1 i to handle such matters 
as unconteJTj divorces for $175 and in­ 
dividual bankruptcies for $250. plus filing 
fees 
In the opinion by Justice Harry 
Blackmun. the court said advertising 
legal services is not inherently mis­ 
leading. since only routine services lend 
themselves to advertising and for which 
fixed rates meaningfully can be set 


Even with the 10 per cent increase in 
fees to be charged for anesthesia, 
pathology, laboratory, and cardiology 
services and supplies, such fees will also 
remain about 
average or below 
average for Santa Barbara County, he 
said 


The hospital board also approved a five 
per cent “ cost-of-living” wage increase 
for all employes In addition it granted 
employes a 25 per cent discount on all 
hospital services and a 25 per cent dis­ 
count 
for employes and dependents on 
pharmacy prescriptions 
No such policy 
for discounts exists. Diebner said 


The board also agreed to continue pay­ 
ing half of employe health insurance 
premiums, which will increase in cost by 
36 per cent, D iebner reported 
Operating expenses for fiscal year 1978 
would increase by “ roughly" 10 per cent, 
Diebner said The new fee hikes would 
likewise increase income by about 10 per 
cent. 


The approved budget shows total ex­ 
penses, for both the acute hospital and 
the Convalescent Care Center (CCC) ex­ 
ceeding total income — excluding tax 
revenue — by about $178,000. The 
$200,000 received by the district in 
Operation and Maintenance taxes would 
leave the hospital district with a final net 
surplus of about $21,000 
The $178,000 operating deficit results 
almost in total, according to the budget, 
from the CCC. where Medi-Cal and Medi­ 
care programs impose limits on fees 
charged, Diebner explained 
The acute hospital charges were 
raised, he said, so that the $200,000 in tax 
revenue could cover the CCC deficit. 
Services provided at the acute 
hospital, therefore, 
would have to 
“ generate sufficient revenue to sustain 
its operations.” he said. “ The acute 
hospital has to stand on its own to offset 
the deficit over there" at the CCC 
The currently maximum allowable 20 
cents per $100 assessed valuation was 
used to compute the 1978 general budget. 
The definite tax rate is scheduled to be 
set in late July or August according to 
determinations by the county assessor, 
Diebner said

Carter accelerates gas 
standards for early 1980s 


W ASHINGTO N (U P I) - The 
Carter administration, ignoring 
auto industry complaints, has 
accelerated gasoline efficiency 
standards for cars in the early 
1980s 
and 
in d icated even 
tougher guidelines may follow 
Transportation 
Secretary 
Brock Adams Sunday outlined 
the stepped-up standards for 
average fuel economy and said 
the existing target of 27 5 miles 
per gallon by 1985 may be too 
conservative 
Existing mileage standards 
"are readilv achievable with 


presently known technology,” 
Adams said on CBS-TV’s Face 
the Nation, "and the prospect 
of further fuel economy im­ 
provements through additional 
weight reductions and alterna­ 
tive engines supports the need 
for considering higher fuel 
economy requirements for 1985 
and beyond ” 
Adams’ action filled a gap 
left by Congress which set fuel 
consumption standards averag­ 
ing 20 m p.g for 1980 models 
and 27 5 m p g for 1985 models 
without any direction on what 
was to come in between

State Department of Health is 
already requiring us to filter 
because of turbiditv Turbidity 
is riled up water that will not 
respond to chlorination 
Vern L Atkins, bolstered bv 
two State Board of Aeronautics 
representatives urged adoption 
of his plan for a mile-long 
seaplane landing site from 
Santa Ynez Point at the east 
end of the lake to Santa Cruz 
Bay

Keep the Hatch Act 


The House voted 244-164 the 
oth er day to let federal 
employes take part in partisan 
politics, which shows that 
even a bad bill can pass if it 
has the proper promoters. 
In this case, the AFL-CIO 
and its public employe unions, 
backed by President Carter, 
are trying to rewrite the Hatch 
Act so that federal workers 
can run for office, make cam­ 
paign speeches and raise 
money for partisan political 
causes. It’s a terrible idea and 
should be rejected when it 
reaches the Senate later this 
year. 
Why should government 
employes be used as political 
foot soldiers? Why should they 
be pressured to get out thè 
vote for some influential con­ 
gressman? Or raise money for 
the next senatorial campaign? 
It's easy to forget why the 
Hatch Act was enacted in 1939. 
It was enacted because federal

employes were being dunned, 
p r o d d e d 
an d o t h e r w i s e 
coerced into taking sides 
politically. The classic exam­ 
ple was the 1938 Senate race in 
Kentucky, where workers on 
federal projects were told to

Barkley for re-election. Some 
were fired when they refused. 
The bill passed by the House 
does offer some protection by 
prohibiting federal law en­ 
forcement officers, field in­ 
spectors and workers who han­ 
dle grants, contracts and 
licenses from taking part in 
partisan political activity. 
But there is no reason why 
other employes, 
in other 
departments, should be con­ 
sidered fair game for political 
recruitment. 
This bill has little merit and 
even less public support. The 
Senate should send it back 
where it came from at the 
first available chance.

An 82-year-old man 
in the Lake Oroville area is actually 
financing the search for the bombs He 
received the information from an audio 
tape which he purchased from Dr Beter 
To make matters worse, a device 
similar to those reported in Lake 
Oroville is also supposed to have been 
planted in Shasta Lake Nobody is look­ 
ing in Shasta Lake 
The 82-year-old man has hired a 
reputable diving company to conduct the 
search They have plotted out the area 
according to the information received 
and figured that the bombs, with the lake 
being so low. should really be on dry 
land They looked on dry land and now 
assume that because the banks of the 
lake are so steep the bombs might have 
rolled down to the middle of the lake and 
are now getting ready to look around 
down there

Questioning in Moscow 


WASHINGTON — Shortly after Los 
Angeles Times correspondent Robert 
Toth was arrested and harassed bv the 
Soviet KGB in Moscow one of our own 
r e p o r te rs was picked up by the 
Hungarian police outside Budapest, es­ 
corted to a police station and in­ 
terrogated about his news work 
Michael Vmer and 
his a c tr e s s - m o d e l 
wife. Deborah Raffin. 
w ere detained and 
questioned for seven 
h o u rs 
T h e ir p a s ­ 
sports, cam era and 
private notes were 
seized by the police 
The couple was ac­ 
cused falsely of taking 
unauthorized pictures 
of a military truck 
Indeed. Deborah had 
pointed her camera at 
a nearby road but had snapped no pic­ 
tures 
It is possible, therefore, that the 
police mistakenly 
thought she had 
photographed the truck 
Yet a stray truck is hardly a secret 
weapon that must be hidden from the 
West 
The incident was a lso the first of 
its kind in the m em on of diplomats, 
whose experience goes back four years 
And s tr a n g e ly , tw o c a r lo a d s of 
policemen suddenly materialized at the 
scene 


Later, it became clear from the 
questioning that the police not only had 
been keeping a close watch on \ tner 
throughout his stay in Hungarv but were 
fully aware of his reporting activities 
At one point, an interrogator demanded 
harshly 
“ Why is Jack Anderson in­ 
terested in Hungarv9” 


It may also be significant that the inci­ 
dent immediately followed Toth s ordeal 
in Moscow 
Toth's < hilling encounter 
with the KGB w a s taken in Washington 
as another blunt signal that Moscow is 


displeased 
with 
President C a rte r’s 
human rights campaign 
This Kremlin 
attitude, presumably, has not gone un­ 
noticed 
in 
the E a s te r E u ro p e a n 
satellites. 
Viner is our Hollywood reporter, who 
also sends us dispatches from overseas 
when he is traveling 
He recently 
provided us with first-hand accounts of 
the political turmoil in India 
In 
Yugoslavia and Hungary, he was doing 
similar research for us 
He put through an emergency call to us 
after the first of two sessions with the 
Hungarian police We made a number of 
phone calls to Budapest 
From Viner 
and diplomatic sources, here are the 
details of his experience 
Viner and his actress-wife were ap­ 
prehended in the outskirts of Budapest 
by an armed motorcycle policeman, who 
menacingly opened his holster to free the 
pistol 
The pair was ordered to hand 
over their passports and the camera 
Then the policeman signaled the eight 
men who apparently had been trailing 
Viner 
The strange caravan proceeded 
to a local police station where a series of 
mysterious phone 
conversations was 
held 
Eventually, a slovenly man ap­ 
peared and introduced himself as the in­ 
terpreter 
“ You may be in serious trouble,“ he 
began ominously. This was followed by 
four hours of grueling interrogation 
Then the couple was permitted to return 
to their hotel, under virtual house arrest, 
until the following morning 
They phoned the U S consulate and 
placed an overseas call to us. The chief 
consul I> Thomas Longo advised them 
to return to the police station as ordered 
It might onl\ escalate the incident, he 
suggested to bring a consular official 
along 
But he promised that the U S 
authorities would respond vigorously if 
any serious charges were brought 
So the following morning the Viners 
a p p e a re d at the B udapest police 


headquarters and were ushered into a 
drab interrogation room They were con­ 
fronted by a hostile woman and two un­ 
iformed policemen 
The dour woman, speaking through an 
interpreter, 
began 
cross-examining 
Viner about his reporting He admitted 
that he had done some reporting but 
claim ed he had come to Hungary 
primarily as a tourist The woman kept 
pressing, demanding to know why Jack 
Anderson was interested in Hungary 
The couple was warned again that they 
might be in “ serious trouble ’’ And one 
of the unifrmed policemen volunteered 
that “ our jails here are very un­ 
pleasant ’ But no direct threats were 
made and no charges were brought 
Three hours of questioning were 
tidlowed by some more conspiratorial 
telephone conservations Then suddenly, 
the couple was told it was all “a mis­ 
take" and released 
But later in Vienna. Viner discovered 
that three pages of his notes were miss­ 
ing They must have been taken from his 
hotel room, he said while he was under 
questioning 
Footnote The State Dept , tended to 
downplay the affair, describing it as 
merely an “ inconvenient incident “

Washington Calling by

WASHINGTON - The name that both 
his close friends and his foes give him 
privately is “ the Swamp Fox “ This is. 
in a sense, a tribute to Bert Lance both 
for his knowledge of finance in the bank­ 
ing world and now, as director of the Of­ 
fice of Management and Budget, of the 
intricacies of political Washington He is 
widely acknowledged 
to be No. 1 in the 
Atlanta entourage that 
came here with Presi­ 
dent C arter and he 
m ay be th e m o st 
single important ad­ 
viser to his old friend 
in the White House 
But Lance is in a 
head-on d iffe re n c e 
over a fundamental is­ 
sue with C hairm an 
Arthur Burns of the 
F e d e r a l R e s e r v e 
System That difference goes down to the 
most troubling problem confronting the 
administration — inflation 
Repeatedly Lance has advertised his 
opinion in speeches and interviews that 
the demand for loans is slack Therefore, 
interest rates should be held down and 
the spigot controlling the money supply 
loosened a bit 
i urns’ view is diametrically opposed 
One of 
the n a tio n 's top-ranking 
economists, who has monitored the 
money supply as the Fed's chairman 
sinc^ 
970, Burns believes the loan de 
mand is rapidly rising This will feed the 
inflation, in Burns’ view, and his fear is 
that it is rapidly approaching the double­ 
digit level 
While Bums has not charged into the 
public prints with his opinion, it is well 
known in the banking community and 
here in the capital He is a conservative 
and his conservatism in a key position 
has made him the target of liberals in 
Congress who complain that his squeeze 
on the money supply is slowing the 
return to prosperity and full employ­ 
ment. 
This raises a delicate question about 
B urns' future, since his term as 
chairman expires next February 
A 
report was printed that the president in­ 
tended to reappoint him to another four- 
year term This drew roars of protest on 
Capitol Hill and the White House made it 
known that the matter had not been con­ 
sidered 
If, according to one theory, the presi­ 
dent is anxious to reassure businessmen 
and bankers of his conservative inten­ 
tions. naming Bums would serve that 
purpose ideally The chairman of the Fed 
has the complete confidence of the 
industry-banking community 
Throughout 
this flap, originally 
touched off by Speaker of the House Tip 
O’Neill, who said he had been told by the 
president of Burns' reappointment, the 
chairman maintained his silence 
Bums' attitude is one of philosophic 
calm He has told recent visitors that, 
having become an amateur painter and 
an architectural buff, there are many 
things he can do in a retirement In light 
of his intensive work schedule, he 
seldom sees his farm in Vermont 
If the president does not name him to a 
third four-year term as chairman. Burns 
would still be eligible to serve as a 
member of the Fed’s governing board 
until 1984 Whether he would stay on de­ 
pends on who is named to replace him 
should Carter decide against his reap­ 
pointment At this stage he is weighing 
all his options 
Having served nearly 
eight years in his present post Bums, at 
73. is rem arkably vigorous with a 
tenacity of purpose that has often 
daunted his opposition 
During his campaign last year. Carter 
said he favored having the term of the 
Fed's chairman run coincidental with 
that of the president This is Lance s 
view He told a group of reporters the 
other day that this would contribute to 
the coordination of fiscal policy and that 
a dialogue between the president and the 
chairman would in no way affect the 
Fed s independence 
The two men could hardly be more un 
like Lance is a shrewd politician who 
can ingratiate himself with his severest 
critics 
He is capable of giving forth, 
with a straight face, that most ancient of 
political bromides, “ You see. I'm just a 
country boy." 
The country boy was able through a 
series of loans to acquire the controlling 
interest in the National Bank of Georgia 
of which he was president, salary 
$120,000 a year, before he came to 
Washington in the OMB job He was an­ 
noyed when Time magazine published a 
rundown of the loans, alleging that if he 
was forced at this point, with the drop in 
the market, to sell his collateral, he 
would be short of meeting his obliga­ 
tions 
This, according to Lance, was 
“ sheer speculation " 
Like other men of wealth who have 
taken federal posts, he put his holdings in 
a blind trust, with a Dalton. Ga , busines­ 
sman. Thomas Mitchell, acting as 
trustee But if Lance is worried about 
what the trustee may do about his debts, 
he gives no sign of it as he moves genial­ 
ly through the Washington jungle
